'CINCINNATI. 


Cincinnati, 0>, April 24.-What ^ 


believed to be the crest of the flood 
sweeping down the Ohio river reached 
here today. The river rose an inch 
per hour all night, and a stage of 
fifty-six feet was reached shortly be- 
fore 6 a. m. This is e.ix feet above 
the danger line for business sections, 
and eleven feet above tfhe line wliere 
the water enters tho tenement houses 
along tlife river front. 


The city is surrounded by bacK 


•water on the east and west as well 
as along the south side, but it Js> es- 
timated now that the stage of fifty- 
eight feet will not be reached liei\j 
and that the highest point will come 
today and relief soon will follow.

OEOBGE W. MOOBE WAS FATA-L- 


LY STRICKEN. 


Died at His Home Three Hours Later 


From Effects of Hemorrhage- 


Other Mortuary Matters. 


Standing "beside -the grave of Wil- 


liam Mori is, his 
friend 
of many 


years, at Lhulenwood cemetery Tues- 
day afternoon, Engineer George W. 
Moore, of the N-ickel Plate, was

of the hours of labor. 
Concerning 


the request for a conterenoe from a 
committee claiming to represent the 
macMnists of the Wabash system, 
Mr. Ramsey says he will meet them 
if the comiitt'ittee is composed of men 
who have ^eeii in the service of the 
company for some years and truly 
represent the mass of employes. 
He 


says that "the policy of the 
company is ix> pay as good wages to 
good men as are paid by other rail* 
way companies directly competitive 
with the Wabash for similar service 
and conditions of labor 'and that the 
rules will be equitable, just and lib 
eral, so as to secure to all employes 
fair treatment." 
'He reminds the 


old employes <of the struggles of the 
Wabash. in the past to make ends 
meet and says that for more than 
twenty years the company has not 
paid a cen't of dividends to Its stock- 
holders, "but tha«t all of its earnings 
have gone to pay the wages of em- 
ployes, operating expenses, fixed 
changes, taxes, safety appliances and 
improvement to enable the Wa<bafch 
to compete with its wealthier and 
better equipped competitors, It is, 
therefore, unfair to ask .the Waibash 
to pay higher wages than companies 
with winch it must compete for traf- 
fic, especially *when those -companies 
are among the strongest and 'best 
equipped railroads in the country, 
We will pay as good wages as these 
competitors, but under no circum- 
stances will we pay higher wages 
than they do." 
Then follows in- 


structions to ascertain just -what oth- 
er companies are paying employes, 
and Mr. Ramsey s-ay-3 if it is found 
that the Wabas-h is paying less than 
other companies, wages will -be ad- 
vanced taccordiinigly. 
In conclusion 


Mr, Ramsey says: 
"Since July 1 we 


have been advancing! wages of all 
classed of employes without solicita- 
tion and in the shops alone we have 
'advanced the rates of pay of about 
260 men, the increase amounting to 
fully $15,500 per year. 
From July 


1 to March 31, a period * ot nine 
months, we have had, on account of 
wages and labor of all classes, aoi in- 
crease of over $400,000. 
These 


figures show that our employes are 
receiving & large portion of any pros- 
perity which has come to the 
bash."

Canada has 17,824 miles of rail- 


way in operation and about 1,000 
miles additional in course of construc- 
tion. Much of the new road will pass 
through undeveloped teriibory, and, 
like much of the mileage in operation, 
could not have been 'built without 
liberal government subsidies.

Dominion government has since the

from loss of blood, 'but regained -con- 
sciousness iu rubout au "hour, thoup-h 
his condition was such 'as to offer lit- 
tle hope of permanent recovery. Fo- 
several hours the physicians worked 
over him in au attempt to carry him 
through flip rrisis, hut. tlie effort was 
un.ivailinpT, anJ Mr. Moore passed 
away shortly after G o'clock.

ager Joseph. Ramsey, of the Wubash. 
has replied to ithe request of some of 
the employes m the mechanical de- 
partment of the service for an in- 
crease in wag-es and .in ndjxistmeni 
of the hours of lator. 
Concerning 


the request for a conference from a 
committee claiming to represent tli. 
machinists of the Wabasli system, 
Mr. Rtimsey says he 'will meet them 
If the committee is composed of men 
who have beeji in the service of the 
company for some years and truly 
represent the mass of employes. 
He 


says that ';t'he policy of the Wiibash 
company is -to pay as g^ood wages to 
good men as are paid hy other rail- 
way companies directly competitive 
with the Wabash for similar service 
anil conditions of labor and that -the 
rules will be equitable, just and lib- 
eral, so as to secure to all employes 
fair treatment." 
'He re-minds the 


old employes of the strugg-les o£ the 
Wiibash in the part to make ends 
meet and says that for more than 
twenty years the company lias not 
paid a cent of dividends to Its stock- 
holders, "but tlia't all of its earnings 
have g'one to pay tlie wages of em- 
ployes, operating- expenses, fixed 
charges, taxes, safety appliances and 
improvements to enable the Waljash 
to compete with its wealthier and 
better equipped competitors. 
-It is, 


therefor*, unfair to ask .tlie Wabash 
to pay higher wages than companies 
with which it must compete for traf- 
fic, especially avhen those companies 
are among- the strongest and best 
•equipped railroads in the country. 
We will pay as g-ood wages «s these 
competitors, "but under jio circum- 
stances will we pay higher wages 
than they do." 
Then follows in- 


structions to ascertain just what oth- 
er companies are paying employes, 
and Mr. Ramsey «*ays if it is found 
that tlie Wabash is paying; less than 
other companies, -wages will be ad- 


n-ed accordJng-ly. 
In conclusion 


Mr. Ramsey says: 
"Since July 1 -we 


have been advancing' wagps of all 
c]asses of employes without solicita- 
tion and in the shops aloue we have 
advanced the rates of pay of nbout 
260 men, the increase amounting- to 
fully $15,500 per year. 
From July 


1 to March 31, a 
period' of nine 


months, we -have had, on account of 
wages and labor of all classes, an in- 
crease of over 
$400, OOO. 
These 


figures show -that our employes are 
receiving a la.rg'e portion of any pros- 
perity which has come to the Wa- 
bash."

Much of the new road -will pass 
through undeveloped territory, and, 
like much -of the mileage in operation, 
could not "have be<?n built -without 
liberal government subsidies.

.nd two spans of forty feet each, has 
also been ordered. 
The Quebec and 


Lake St. John Railway company is 
.0 be furnished with a forty-five-foot 
)late girder, three spans of sixty feet 
each and two spans o£ sixty-five feet 
each. 
The same bridge company has 


taken contracts for about 100 porta- 
]le stc.el houses, 
for shipment to 


Venezuela, where such structures, it 
s said, find a ready market in view 
of the frequent earthquakes.

steel houses, which are one stories 


:uul weigh ;ibtiut twenty tuns e.u-li, 
are said to -be further in demand be- 
cause of the lack of timber in Venezu- 
ela.
